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clarity about two matters: 

-- the timing of a cessation of bombing, cessation of infiltration, and no 

further augmentation of forces. 

-- how assurance in this matter will be established. 

I conclude, therefore, that the optimum result of your session with Kosygin 
would be joint advocacy of our formula of February 7 plus Soviet influence in 
Hanoi to establish regular contact with us to sort it out. 

I would not expect Kosygin to come in to this evening with anything 
firm and definitive by way of a positive response to the present situation and 
the various formulae now in play. In that case we can take stock and see where 
we go from here on the diplomatic track. 

If he does respond positively and constructively, we can then proceed to 
the clarification that will surely be required.
